THE DAIRY MAN AND 
THE DAIRY COW 


G IR LS B E S T FARM HANDS. 


Former Needs 
Improving as Much as 
By C. P. Goodrich. 
the 
L atter — 


There has been a great deal of time 
aud breath and talk spent on the dairy 
cow, to try to improve her and to in- 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
bring more profitable results. 
Now, 
this is all right; there has been none 
too much said or done in this line. 
At the same time, I will say that there 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. 
It is necessary that both 
should be of the right type to insure 
success. One can accomplish nothing 
Without the other. 
Good dairy cows 
will bring no profit unless handled by 
a good dairyman; and a good dairy* 
man can make no profit unless he has 
good dairy cows. 
For many years I have 
made 
a 
study of the cow; studied how to pro­ 
vide her with proper fet'd to enable 
ber to do her best in giving milk; stud­ 
ied hor likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 


When he saw I was about to write 
down what he said, he modified it a lit* 
tie by saying; 
“Say, I have not much 
love 
for 
them.” 
As I looked around I saw off at the 
further end of the row of cows a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. 
I 
said: 
“What have you there?” 
“O,” 
he replied, “the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and pets 
and thinks the world of her. and so I 
keep her. 
But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!” 
The returns from 
the 
creamery 
showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. 
Now. does any­ 
body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
lf he 
were given the best herd of dairy cows 
in the state, they would rapidly de­ 
teriorate as dairy animals, because his 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beef herd. 
When I was attending farmers’ insti­ 
tutes in the state of Michigan a few

I . years ago, I talked at a meeting where 


Battle Creek. Mich.—Farmers around 
Battle Creek who expected an 
im­ 
provement in the farm labor proposi­ 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 
Not only are harvest hands as scarce 
as they were a year ago, but they are 
even harder to get. have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make tho 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 
Good farm hands are getting 
as 
high as $1.50 a day within a few miles 
of Battle Creek, with hoard and lodg­ 
ing thrown in, and in many cases the 
use of a horse and carriage. 
One 
farm hand, hired in Bedford 
town­ 
ship, demanded 
that 
his 
employer 
give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and tho 
de­ 
mand was granted, the farmer s fam­ 
ily vacating the parlor while the har­ 
vest guest practices. 
He is taking 
piano lessons in town, driving in with 
the farmer's horse. 
The trouble does not end with tho 
inability to secure men to work for 
hire. 
Farmers’ boys are still leaving 
the nine dollar a week Jobs on the j 
farm, with good food and beds. to j 
coms to town and work for less, live 
in cheap lodging houses, and eat poor j 
food. 
“The only available men we get at ; 
present," said a Penfield farmer, “are : 
men from town used to clerking 
or j 
running street cars or such labor. 
A 
few’ days on the farm tires them all i 
out. and keeps us hiring new men. j 
I suppose it will shock city folks to 
hear it. but the best work on many : 
farms in Calhoun county this sum­ 
mer is now’ being done by women 
folks. 
The boys are anxious to go to 
town and ‘throw on dog.’ 
The girls 
are the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
It 
doesn’t sound nice, does it? But what 
are you going to do when men won t 
farm out at $1.50 a day and free 
board?”

dust. 
And she retains distinct recol­ 
lections of the real work entailed in 
the dusting and 
shining

that must be gone through with. 
A little trouble given to the packing 
away of certain things before the 
lions© is closed will make all the dif­ 
ference in the world when the time 
comes for reopening the house. 
In 
the first place, the rugs should 
be 
aired and cleaned und then rolled and 
placed In a clean, dry closet where 
there are no moths. If there are car­ 
pets on the floors do not neglect to 
sprinkle them with camphor or some 
other moth preventive, for the weeks 
when the house is closed provide a 
harvest for the greedy little pests. 
Bed and table linen should bo put 
away into the linen closet and all the 
table aud bureau covers nicely folded 
away. 
lf there is any delicately col­ 
ored upholstery it should be covered 
with cretonne slips. 
If these things 
are done it will be a small matter to 
put the house in order again.

haps the most essential thing is to 
make sure that no sewer gas will get

AMERICAN COFFEE.—Real Amer­ 
ican coffee, supposedly made in the 
colonial coffee urn, is usually first 
boiled in the well know n agate coffee 
pot. 
A little of all the different re­ 
cipes goes to make this coffee. 
First 
the coffee bean from across the seas, 
then a little chicory sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clarify 
the mixture, which is “boiled up” 
and then “settled.” wtih a few drops 
of cold water. After that it is poured 
into the elaborate urn as if it had 
been made there. 
FRENCH COFFEE.—The most per­ 
fect French coffee is made in the 
steam coffee pot. a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. 
The lower one 
is filled wtih water. 
The water is 
heated by a small lamp and the steam 
generated rises to the coffee ami is 
condensed iii the 
upper receptacle 
and comes back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of the coffee. 
None 
of the flavor is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee is said to be 
the strongest aud most delicious made 
anywhere. 
ARABIAN COFFEE—The Arabian 
coffee is delicious in flavor, due to 
the freshly roasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon. The cof­ 
fee is roasted freshly 
every' 
day. 
After it is thoroughly ground up 
or 
pounded it is passed through a sieve 
and only the fine brown flour is used. 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used with two cups of 
water 
and 
boiled together with a little piece of 
cinnamon. 
It is boiled* then allowed 
to cool off and then boiled again un­ 
til it forms a thick paste; then half 
a cupful of boiling water is added. 
I and the coffee is drunk in this semi- 
j thick state without sugar or milk.

'THE DAIRY MAN AND 


THE DAIRY COW 


Former Needs Improvtns as Much as the tatter- 


By C. P. Goodrich. 


There baa been a great deal ot time 


»nd breath and talk spent on the dairy 
cow, to try to Improve her and to In- 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
bring more profitable results. Now, 
this is all right; there has been none 
too much said or done in this line. 
vAt the same time, I will say that there 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. 
It Is necessary that both 


should be of the right type to insure 
success. One can accomplish nothing 
Without the other. Good dairy cows 
will bring no profit unless handled by 
* good dairyman; and a good dairy- 
man can make no profit unless he has 
jgood dairy cows. 
For many years I have made a 


Btudy of the cow; studied how to pro- 
vide her with proper feed to enable 
her to do her best In giving milk; stud- 
led her likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 
and how she enjoys a good bed. 
I 


When he saw I was about to write 


down what he aald, he modified It a lit- 
tle by saying: 
"Say, I have not much love for 


them." 
As I looked around 1 saw off at the 


further end of the row of cowa a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. I 
said: "What have you there?" "O," 
he replied, "the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and peta 
and thinks (he world of her, and so I 
keep her. But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!" 


The returns from 
the 
creamery 


showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. 
Now, does any- 


body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
If he 


were given the best herd of dairy cows 
In the state, they would rapidly de- 
teriorate as dairy animals, because hla 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beet herd. 


When I was attending farmers' insti- 


tutes in the state of Michigan a few 
years ago, I talked at a meeting where 


GIRLS BEST FARM HANDS. 


Men Will Not Stay No Matter What 
. 
Inducements Are Offered. 


Battle Creek, Mich.—Farmers around 


Battle Creek ^who expected an 
im- 


provement In 'the farm labor proposi- 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 


Not only are harvest hands as scarce 
aa they were a year ago, but they are 
even harder to get, have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make the 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 


Good farm hands are getting 
as 


high as 11.60.a day within a few miles 
of Battle Creek, with board and lodg- 
ing thrown In, and in many cases the 
use of a horse and carriage. One 
farm hand, hired In Bedford town- 
ship, demanded that his employer 
give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and the de- 
mand was granted, the farmer's fam- 
ily vacating the parlor while the har- 
vest guest practices. 
He is taking 


piano lessons in town, driving in with 
the farmer's horse. 


The trouble does not end with tho 


Inability to secure men to work for 
hire. Farmers' boys are still leaving* 
the nine dollar a week jobs on the 
farm, with good food and beds, to 
corns to town and work for less, live 
In cheap lodging houses, and eat poor 
food. 
"The only available men we get at 


present," said a Penfleld farmer, "are 
men from town used to clerking or 
running street cars or such labor. A 
few days on the farm tires them all 
out, and keeps us hiring new men. 
I suppose It will shock city folks to 
hear it, but the best work on many 
(arms in Calhoun county this sum- 
mer is now being done by women 
folks, The boys are anxious to go to 
town and 'throw on dog.' The girls 
are the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
It 


doesn't sound nice, docs It? But what 
are you going to do when men won't 
farm out at $1.50 a day and free 
board ?" 


Homeward Bound for Milking. 


have studied the form of the best pro- 
ducers by the hour in my own stable 
and at every other place where I had 
opportunity. The cow stable is a de- 
lightful place for the true dairyman. 


Of late years I have been studying 


men as well as cows, and I find that 
the man who dislikes the dairy cow 
and spends as little time as possible 
In her society at the cow stable, will 
not succeed well with her. If he hates 
the cow she will hate him, and will 
not do well for him. If he loves his 
cow she will come to him when he re- 
turns home from a»few days' absence 
to be petted and talked kindly to. It 
reminds me of that verse In Mary's lit- 
tle lamb: 
"What makes the lamb love Mary so? 


The eager children cried. 


Why, Mary loves the lamb you know. 


The teacher she replied." 
While farming Is the best business 


In the world and dairying for the man 
who by nature and education Is adapt- 
ed to It. Is the most profitable and sur- 
est of bringing good returns of any 
branch of farming, -there are many 
farmers who may do well with most 
kinds of live stock, always fall 
In 


dairying to get returns enough to pay 
for the feed their cows eat. In every 
place where I have taken a cow census 
of the patrons of a creamery I have 
ifound such men. 


In a recent census I took 
In this 


iBtate I found two neighbors, one of 
iwhom received In returns from the 
Icreamory $66 per year per cow, while 
the other got only $22 per cow, just 
lone-third as much. The one got two 
[dollars 
for 
every 
dollar's 
worth 


iof 
feed his cows ate, while the 


other 
got 
85 
cents. 
The 
one 


iloved his cows, took pride In them, 
studied them, studied how to feed and 
care for them so as to give them the 
most comfort and make thernj produce 
the most. He liked his business and 
It made him a happy man. 


Tho other took no pride in his cows. 


Me kept them, and said, because he 
knew that to keep his farm up he must 
jkeep some kind of stock to eat up at 
least part of the products of the land 
to keep up the fertility. But he spent 
3ust as little time with his cows as pos- 
sible and was never 
saisfied 
with 


them. In looking his cows over I 
thought I saw some symptoms of Jer- 
sey blood and said so. 
"Yes," he said, "I had a Jersey bull 


once." Then I noticed some that 
showed a little mixture of Ayrshire 
blood. 
He said he had an Ayrshire 


once. Then as I spoke of some that 
had the look of Galloways he said: 
"I had a Galloway once, and they are 
the best of all." Now If that man was 
fitted to keep any kind of live stock 
at all, it surely was not dairy stock. 


Another farmer I visited while tak- 


ing this census I must tell you about. 
He had a large farm, good buildings, 
good horses, a fine flock of Shrop- 
shire sheep and good hogs. When I 
came to look at his cows I saw they 
were blocky, broad 
backed, 
beefy 


cows. I said to him: "You don't like 
dairy cows?" He said emphatically: 


"I have no love for a dairy cow." 


there were but a few dairymen. But 
I talked about the dairy cow as well 
as I could; told how prosperous the 
Wisconsin dairymen were, how rich 
their land was and how high It sold 
and so on. 


After 
the meeting adjourned 
a 


bright. Intelligent looking man came 
to me and said: 


"I have a large farm, have been in 


the beef business for many years, but 
for the past few years there is very 
little profit In It. Would you advise 
me to go Into the dairy business?" 


I looked at the man and saw that he 


was probably 60 years of age; I wan 
In doubt of what I ought to say. Be- 
fore saying anything I put my hand 
In my pocket anfl drew out a picture 
of Brown Bessie (I always carry the 
picture of some famous cows) 
and 


held that before his eyes. I watched 
his countenance, but I did not see his 
eyes kindle with delight and a glow 
of enthusiasm overspread his face, as 
would have been the case had he been 
a lover of the dairy cow. 
I 
think 


Brown Bessie was the most perfect 
type of a dairy cow that I ever saw, 
and I cannot even now looji at her pic- 
ture without a quickening of the pulse. 
I said to him: 
"What do you think 


of that picture?" He said: 


"Oh, I suppose she Is a very good 


cow for milk." 


"Do you not think she Is the most 


beautiful cow you ever looked at?" 


"Oh, no," he replied, almost In tones 


of disgust. 


"Why?" I asked. 
"She Is too scrawny; too bony," he 


replied. 


Then I said: 
"Don't you go into the dairy busi- 


ness; you are too old to learn to love 
a dairy cow, after having spent your 
life so far In caring for and admiring 
beef animals." 


I still believe my advice was right. 


I have seen other men who were past 
middle age make the change this man 
contemplated, and In almost every In- 
stance it proved a losing business. 


It will be seen that although I think 


dairying the moat delightful as well as 
profitable business, I do not believe in 
all trying to be dairymen, for they can- 
not all succeed at It. 


We are sometimes told that we 


ought not to talk and preach so much 
In favor of dairying, because If we 
induce everybody to keep more cowa 
the business will be overdone 
and 


prices go down so low that no one can 
make It pay. But we need not be 
alarmed. The consumers 
of 
dairy 


products In cities and manufacturing 
districts are increasing faster than are 
good dairymen and good dairy cows. 


My conclusion Is this: 
All 
good 


dairymen who love the 
dairy cow 


should increase the number and im< 
prove the quality of their cows, and 
they will Increase their profits as the 
years go by, while the men wno hate 
dairy cows and are consequently mafc 
Ing no profit «ut of them had better 
quit pretending to be dairymen, and If 
there is any decent, honorable bust 
ness that they are fitted for they had 
better do that.

In 
all the world where oysters have been 
known, from the wonderful oysters of 
Britain, enjoyed by the Romans, down 
to the little cove oyster that grew In 
a modest way around Fair Haven, 
none has ever been known that can 
compare with this great oyster of the 
Columbia.

A little trouble given to the packing

the first place, the rugs should 
be 


alrod and cleaned and then rolled and 
placed in a clean, dry closet where 
;here are no moths. If there are car- 
pets on the floors do not neglect to 
sprinkle them with camphor or some 
other moth preventive, for the weeks 
when the house is closed provide a 
harvest for the greedy little pests. 


Bed and table linen should be put 


away Into the linen closet and all the

THREE WAYS TO MAKE COFFEE. 


American, French and Arabian Meth 


ods of Preparation. 


AMERICAN COFFEE.r-Real Amer- 


ican coffee, supposedly made In the 
colonial coffee urn, is usually first 
boiled in the well-known agate coffee 
pot. A little of all the different re- 
cipes goes to make this coffee. 
First 


the coffee bean from across the seas, 
then a little chicory sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clarify 
the mixture, which is "boiled up" 
and then "settled." wtih a few drops 
of cold water. After that it is poured 
into the elaborate urn as if it had 
been made there. 


FRENCH COFFEE.—The most per- 


fect French coffee is made In the 
steam coffee pot, a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. The lower one 
Is filled wtlh water. 
The water is 


heated by a small lamp and the steam 
generated rises to the coffee and is 
condensed in the upper receptacle 
and comes back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of the coffee. 
None 


of the flavor Is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee Is said to be 
the strongest and most delicious made 
anywhere. 


ARABIAN COFFEE.—The Arabian 


coffee Is delicious in flavor, due to 
the fresbly roasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon. The cof- 
fee Is roasted freshly 
every day. 


After it is thoroughly ground up or 
pounded it Is passed through a sieve 
and only the fine brown flour la used. 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used with two cups of 
water 
and 


boiled together with a little piece of 
cinnamon. It is boiled, then allowed 
to cool off and then boiled again un- 
til It forms a thick paste; then half 
a cupful of boiling water Is added, 
and the coffee Is drunk In this semi- 
thick state without sugar or milk.

Let them 
stand five or ten minutes, then add 
two cups molasses. Cook ten minutes, 
cover with a paste made from a heap- 
Ing pint of sifted flour, a teaspoonful 
of suxar and two of baking powder, 
with enough sweet milk to make a 
soft dough. Spread this over the ap- 
ples, cover the kettle closely and, cook 
25 minutes without uncovering. Serve 
with lemon or foamy sauce.

Specimens of the talepot palm, a na- 
tive of Ceylon, has been met with 20 
feet long and 18 feet broad. These 
leaves are used by the natives to 
make tents, and, thus employed, they 
make very efficient shelters from rain. 
The leaves of the double cocoanut 
palm are often 30 feet long and sev- 
eral wide. The leaves of the canni- 
bal tree of Australia resemble broad 
planks and 
are frequently 
15 feet 


long, 20 inches broad and 1V6 feet 
thick at the base. 
These boardllke 


leaves all shoot out at the top and 
hang down so aa to form a sort of 
umbrella 'around the stem. The urn 
brella tree of Ceylon lias leaves of 
such enormous llze that a single one 
will cover from 15 to 20 men, and 
often serves as a canopy to a boat, 
or a tent for soldiers.

INVESTIGATING OKLAHOMA'S 


UNJUST FREIGHT RATE 


Guthrie, Ok., Sept. 5.—In obedience 


to instructions of Governor Frantz, 
W. O. Cromwell, the attorney general 
of Oklahoma, is gathering much data 
relating to the discrimination in rail- 
road freight rates in Oklahoma. 
He 


has found sui prising abuses. In many 
instances railroad 
companies have 


ignored their published tariff schedules 
greatly to the distress of shippers. 


Mr. Cromwell said today that he 


would continue his inquiries until he 
had fortified himself with information 
sufficient to show actual conditions. 


One of tne grievances of citizens of 


Oklahoma is the extortionate prices 
charged for Indian Terrritory coal for 
domestic consumption. After Sept. 1 
each year the usual retail price of Mc- 
Alester lump coal ia $7.60 a ton, 
though this same coal 'can be bought 
for about |4.20 a ton in Kansas City, 
regardless of the fact that the haul ia 
about three times aa long. Consum- 
ers in Oklahoma have been paying this 
price for years. 


The Hepburn rate bill provides ample 


relief from this discrimination. Citi- 
zens of territories have two ways of 
redress. The Hepburn bill says that 
the interstate commerce commission 
has jurisdiction over rate from one 
point in a territory to another point in 
the same territory, thereby permitting 
the commission to act both as an in- 


commission and asa s tate rail- 


road commission in the lei. if niesTTt 
is probable that the coal rate discrimi- 
nations in Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory may be .brought to the attention 
of the interstate commission in time 
for a reduction in rates on this winter's 
supply of coal.

Former Needs Improving as 
Much as the Latter

There baa been a great deal of time 


*nd breath and talk spent on the dairy 
cow, to try to improve her and to In- 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
bring more profitable results. Now, 
this is all right; there has been none 
too much said or done in this line. 
vAt the same time, I will say that there 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. 
It is necessary that both 


should be of the right type to insure 
success. One can accomplish nothing 
without the other. Good dairy cows 
will bring no profit unless handled by 
* good dairyman; anil a good dairy- 
man can make no profit unless he has 
good dairy cows. 


For many years I have 
made a 


•tudy of the cow; studied how to pro- 
vide her with proper feed to enable 
her to do her best in giving milk; stud- 
ied her likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 
and how she enjoys a good bed. I 


When he saw I was about to write 


down what he said, he modified it a lit- 
tle by saying: 


"Say, I have not much love for 


them." 


As I looked around 1 saw off at the 


further end of the row of cowa a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. I 
said: "What have you there?" "O," 
he replied, "the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and peta 
and thinks (he world of her, and so I 
keep her. But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!" 


The returns from 
the 
creamery 


showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. Now, does any- 
body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
If he 


were given the best herd of dairy cows 
in the state, they would rapidly de- 
teriorate as dairy animals, because hla 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beef herd. 


When I was attending farmers' insti- 


tutes In the state of Michigan a few 
years ago, I talked at a meeting where

have studied the form of the best pro- 
ducers by the hour in my own stable 
and at every other place where I had 
opportunity. The cow stable Is a de- 
lightful place for the true dairyman. 


Of late years I have been studying 


men as well as cows, and I find that 
the man who dislikes the dairy cow 
and spends as little time as possible 
in her society at the cow stable, will 
not succeed well with her. If he hates 
the cow she will hate him, and will 
not do well for him. If he loves his 
cow she will come to him when he re- 
turns home from a»few days' absence 
to be petted and talked kindly to. It 
reminds me of that verse in Mary's lit- 
tle lamb: 
"What makes the lan>b love Mary so? 


The eager children cried. 


Why, Mary loves the lamb you know. 


The teacher she replied." 
While farming Is the best business 


In the world and dairying for the man 
who by nature and education is adapt- 
ed to it. Is the most profitable and sur- 
est of bringing good returns of any 
branch of farming, -there are many 
farmers who may do well with most 
kinds of live stock, always 
fall 
In 


dairying to get returns enough to pay 
for the feed their cows eat. In every 
place where I have taken a cow census 
of the patrons of a creamery I have 
ifound such men. 


In a recent census I took 
In 
this 


iBtate I found two neighbors, one of 
fwhom received In returns from the 
jcreamory $66 per year per cow, while 
•the other got only >22 per cow, just 
lone-third as much. The one got two 
[dollars 
for 
every 
dollar's 
worth 


iof 
feed his cows ate, while the 


other 
got 
85 
cents. 
The 
one 


iloved his cows, took pride In them, 
studied them, studied how to feed and 
care for them so as to give them the 
most comfort and make them produce 
the most. He liked his business and 
it made him a happy man. 


The other took no pride in his cows. 


He kept them, and said, because he 
knew that to keep hla farm up he must 
;kee[> some kind of stock to eat up at 
least part of the products ot the land 
to keep up the fertility. But he spent 
just as little time -with his cows as pos- 
sible and was never 
salsfled 
with 


them. In looking his cows over I 
thought I saw some symptoms of Jer- 
sey blood and said so. 
"Yes," he said, "I had a Jersey bull 


once." Then I noticed 
some that 


showed a little mixture of Ayrshire 
blood. 
He said he had an Ayrshire 


once. Then as I spoke of some that 
had the look of Galloways he said: 
'1 had a Galloway once, and they are 
the best of all." Now If that man was 
fitted to keep any kind of live stock 
at all, it surely was not dairy stock. 


Another farmer I visited while tak- 


ing this census I must tell 'you about. 
He had a large farm, good buildings, 
good horses, a fine flock of Shrop- 
shire sheep and good hogs. When I 
came to look at his cows I saw they 
were blocky, broad 
backed, 
beefy 


cows. I said to him: "You don't like 
dairy cows?" He said emphatically: 


"I have no lore for a dairy cow." 
, 


there were but a few dairymen. But 
I talked about the dairy cow as well 
as I could; told how prosperous the 
Wisconsin dairymen were, how rich 
their land was and how high It sold 
and so on. 


After 
the meeting adjourned 
a 


bright. Intelligent looking man came 
to me and said: 


"I have a large farm, have been In 


the beef business for ninny years, but 
for the past few yours there is very 
little profit In It. Would you advise 
me to go into the dairy business?" 


I looked at the man and saw that he 


was probably 60 years of age; I wan 
In doubt of what I ought to say. Be- 
fore saying anything I put my hand 
in my pocket antf drew out a picture 
of Brown Bessie (I always carry the 
picture of some famous cows) 
and 


held that before his eyes. I watched 
his countenance, but I did not see his 
eyes kindle with delight and a glow 
of enthusiasm overspread his face, as 
would have been the case had he been 
a lover of the dairy cow. 
I 
think 


Brown Bessie was the most perfect 
type of a dairy cow that I ever saw, 
and I cannot even now loojc at her pic- 
ture without a quickening of the pulse. 
I said to him: "What do you think 
of that picture?" He said: 


"Oh, I suppose she Is a very good 


cow for milk," 


"Do you not think she Is the most 


beautiful cow you ever looked at?" 


"Oh, no," he replied, almost in tones 


of disgust. 


"Why?" I asked. 
"She is too scrawny; too bony," he 


replied. 


Then I said: 
"Don't you go Into the dairy busi- 


ness; you are too old to learn to love 
a dairy cow, after having spent your 
life so far in caring for and admiring 
beef animals." 


I still believe my advice was right. 


I have seen other men who were past 
middle age make the change this man 
contemplated, and in almost every in- 
stance It proved a losing business. 


It will be seen that although I think 


dairying the moat delightful as well as 
profitable business, I do not believe in 
all trying to be dairymen, for they can- 
not all succeed at it. 


We are sometimes told 
that we 


ought not to talk and preach so much 
In favor of dairying, because If we" 
induce everybody to keep more cows 
the business will be overdone 
and 


prices go down so low that no one can 
make It pay. But we need not be 
alarmed. 
The consumers 
of 
dairy 


products In cities and manufacturing 
districts are Increasing faster than are 
good dairymen and good dairy cows. 


My conclusion is this: 
All 
good 


dairymen who love the 
dairy cow 


should increase the number and Im- 
prove the quality of their cows, and 
they will Increase their profits as the 
years go by, while the men who hate 
dairy cows and are consequently mak- 
ing no profit «ut of them had better 
quit pretending to be dairymen, and \t 
there IB any decent, honorable busi- 
ness that they are fitted for they bad 
better do that. 


GIRLS BEST FARM HANDS. 


Men Will Not Stay No Matter What 


- Inducement* Are Offered. 


Battle Creek, Mich.—Farmers around 


Battle Creek who expected an 
im- 


provement in 'the farm labor proposi- 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 


Not only are harvest hands as scarce 
as they were a year ago, but they are 
even harder to get, have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make the 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 


Good farm hands are getting 
as 


high as 11.50 a day within a few miles 
of Battle Creek, with hoard and lodg- 
ing thrown in, and in many cases the 
use of a horse and carriage. One 
farm hand, hired in Bedford town- 
ship, demanded that his employer 
give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and the de- 
mand was granted, the farmer's fam- 
ily vacating the parlor while the bar- 
vest guest practices. 
He is taking 


piano lessons in town, driving In with 
the farmer's horse. 


The trouble does not end with tho 


Inability to secure men to work for 
hire. Farmers' boys are still leaving* 
the nine dollar a week jobs on the 
farm, with good food and beds, to 
coma to town and work for less, live 
in cheap lodging houses, and eat poor 
food. 


"The only available men we get at 


present," said a PenBeld farmer, "are' 
men from town used to clerking or 
running street cars or such labor. A 
few days on the farm tires them all 
out, and keeps us hiring new men. 
I suppose It will shock city folks to 
hear It, but the best work on many 
(arms in Calhoun county this sum- 
mer Is now being done by women 
folks, The boys are anxious to go to 
town and 'throw on dog.' The girls 
are the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
It 


doesn't sound nice, docs it? But what 
are you going to do when men won't 
farm out at $1.50 a day and free 
board ?"

BIGGEST OYSTER IN THE WORLD 


Monster Columbia River Bivalve on 


Exhibition In Minnesota. 


Minneapolis, Minn.—Lying upon the 


floor of a little shop on Fifth street is 
the great twin throne of the "king of 
oysters." 


His majesty In the original state 


ruled over the vast beds In the tidal 
waters of the Columbia river, where 
he was by right of weight and of ma- 
jesty the absolute king of bivalves. In 
all the world where oysters have been 
known, from the wonderful oysters of 
Britain, enjoyed by the Romans, down 
to the little cove oyster that grew In 
a modest way around Fair 
Haven, 


none has ever been known that can 
compare with this great oyster of the 
Columbia. 


How the upper and nether shells 


thanced to come to 
Minneapolis is 


•imple as a story. A friend of Harriet 
B. Whitted. on leaving for the coast, 
promised to send her something in the 
way of a novelty. Upon his arrival 
there he chanced to go fishing, and 
while after large fish in the tidal river 
hooked on to a mammoth oyster. It 
was a bivalve that would easily weigh 
two pounds and it contained a fine 
pearl. Nothing would do but for him 
to investigate the same bed, and while 
prodding with an oyster rake the next 
day the king of all the oysters was 
brought, from his home. 


Tho bivalve was shipped to Minne- 


apolis, and when weighed it tipped the 
scales at 98V4 
pounds. The 
mam- 


moth was roasted In an oven that, 
ihough large, would Just hold it, and 
the meat had to be cut with a carving 
knife. 
"Oyster steaks" was the Uili 


of fare. 


The two huge shells are each about 


as much as one can lift from the floor, 
and a toy boat floats about In water 
In one of them. So It can safely be 
said that Minneapolis has, owned by 
one of Its citizens, the shell of 
the 


king of all the oyster family.

"t Every housewife who closes 
her 


home several we'eks In the summer 
time knows the unpleasantness of re- 
turning to find everything coated with 
dust. And she retains distinct recol- 
lections df the real work entailed in 
the dusting and 
shining processes 


that must be gone through with. 


A little trouble given to the packing 


away of certain things before the 
house is closed will make all the dif- 
ference In the world when the time 
comes for reopening the house. 
In 


the first place, the rugs should 
be 


aired and cleaned and then rolled and 
placed In a clean, dry closet where 
there are no moths. If there are car- 
pets on the floors do not neglect to 
sprinkle them with camphor or some 
other moth preventive, for the weeks 
when the house is closed provide a 
harvest for the greedy little pests. 


Bed and table linen should be put 


away Into the linen closet and all the 
table and bureau covers nicely folded 
away. If there la any delicately col- 
ored upholstery it should be covered 
with cretonne slips. If these things 
are done It will be a small matter to 
put the house in order again. Per- 
haps the most essential thing is to 
make sure that no sewer gas will get 
into the house while, the pipes are un- 
used. The best plan Is to give all the 
pipes In the house a good washing out 
with hot suds to 
which 
has 
been 


added some washing soda; then let 
the water run through for some min- 
utes. 
Pour glycerine Into the pipes 


Just before leaving, It Is not readily 
absorbed and 
Is an excellent 
pre- 


ventive against the poisonous gas. 


Gas and electric light fixtures 
If 


bound with cheese cloth or covered 
with any material that will keep out 
the dust should be In good condition 
when the family returns, for there is 
no moisture in the service pipes to 
cause discoloration or rust.

AMERICAN COFFEE.—Real Amer- 


ican coffee, supposedly made In the 
colonial coffee urn, is usually first 
boiled in the well-known agate coffee 
pot. 
A little of all the different re- 


cipes goes to make this coffee. First 
the coffee bean from across the seas, 
then a little chicory sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clarify 
the mixture, which is "boiled up" 
and then "settled." wtih a few drops 
of cold water. After that It is poured 
into the elaborate urn as If it had 
been made there. 


FRENCH COFFEE.—The most per 


feet French coffee Is made In the 
steam coffee pot, a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. 
The lower one 


Is filled wtth water. 
The water is 


heated by a small lamp and the steam 
generated rises to the coffee and ia 
condensed in the upper receptacle 
and cornea back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of tho coffee. 
None 


of the flavor is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee is said to be 
the strongest and most delicious made 
anywhere. 


ARABIAN COFFEE.—The Arabian 


coffee Is delicious in flavor, due to 
the freshly roasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon. The cof- 
fee Is roasted freshly 
every day. 


After It Is thoroughly ground up or 
pounded It Is passed through a sieve 
and only the fine brown flour is used. 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used with two cups of 
water 
and 


boiled together with a little piece of 
cinnamon. It is boiled, then allowed 
to cool oft and then boiled again un- 
til It forms a thick paste; then half 
a cupful of boiling water Is added, 
and the coffee is drunk In this semi- 
thick state without sugar or milk.

fine spray that It sheds when dipped 
in water and shaken over them com- 
ing In contact with all the foliage and 
overcoming In part the dry heat of tho 
house. If 'the table and other small 
ferns are sprinkled lu this way every 
night their jardinieres will have to be 
replenished less frequently.

The palm 
family 
bears 
longer 


leaves than any other known tree. 
The Inaga palm, growing 
on 
the 


banks of the Amazon, 
has 
leaves 


which reach from 
36 to 50 feet 
in 


length, and 10 to 12 feet in breadth. 
Specimens of the taiepot palm, a na- 
tive of Ceylon, has been met with 20 
feet long and 18 feet broad. These 
leaves are used by the natives to 
make tents, and, thus employed, they 
make very efficient shelters from rain. 
The leaves of the double cocoanut 
palm are often 30 feet long and sev- 
eral wide. The leaves of the canni- 
bal tree of Australia resemble broad 
planks and 
are frequently 
15 feet 


long, 20 inches broad and 1V& 
feet 


thick at the base. 
These boardllke 


leaves all shoot out at the top and 
hang down so as to form a sort of 
umbrella 'around the stem. The um- 
brella tree of Ceylon has leaves of 
such enormous llze that a single one 
will cover from 15 to 20 men, 
and 


often serves as a canopy to a boat, 
or a tent for soldiers. 
A specimen 


leaf taken to England measured 3U 
feet round.

people would vote the bonds. 
Besides 


it is well to have an excess of water- 
works funds on hand for emergencies 
or for still further minor improvements 
without going to the expense of an- 
other bond election. Any excess will 
draw in bank enough interest to cover 
interest on the extra amount of bonds. 
Moreover, the bonds will be sold only 
as the funds are needed. The whole 
issue may not be sold for a long time. 


Ada's bonded debt is inconsiderable, 


the city can well afford to make the 
$10,000 issue; wisely expended in all 
probability the city's taxable valuation 
in five years would double. Altogether 
there seems no cause for objection or 
quibble. It is to be hoped there will 
not be heard the voice of a single 
knocker. On the 8th of November let's 
everybody go to the polls and vote 
unanimously for the bonds and for big- 
ger Ada.
